The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents" list on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview, the'duplic^te copy of the Form is removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the cortclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication, if additional correspondence from the examiner is noMikety before an allowance or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next official cornmunteatton.
